NEW YORK ((U PI)-F irem en 
battled a series of fires a quarter 
mile 
up 
today 
in 
the 
Em­ 
pire State Building — the world's 
tallest. 
Six hours after the fire was 
discovered it still was burning, 
apparently in electric wiring in a 
pipe shaft which runs the entire 
height of the towering. 1472 foot 
structure. 


No injuries were reported and 
by IO a.m. most of the 16.000 per­ 
sons who work in the building 
had beni permitted to go to their 
Jobs. Several hundred of them 
had been evacuated about 8 a.m.

Snyder first started in Bristol 
as a teacher in 1922. In 1927 he 
was appointed principal of Bristol 
High School, and in 1935 he be­ 
came superintendent.

The fire was believed to have 
first been noticed on the 83rd 
floor.

The pipe shaft through which 
the flames traveled houses wires, 
water and steam pipes, com­ 
pressed air circuits and a venti­ 
lating duct. An assistant fire chief 
said the flames kept “cropping 
out" in various parts of the 
building.
